WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court lost its pa- 
tience yesterday with gadget- 
makers who want to get patents, 


and it cracked the knuckles of 
the patent office for humoring 
them. 

Henceforth, the court decreed, 
the test for granting of patents 
must be stiffened and must hew 
closely to constitutional stand- 
ards. 

The framers of the constitu- 
tion, the court said, “never sanc- 
tioned the patenting of gadgets. 
Patents serve a higher end—the 
advancement of science.” 

To back up its contention, the 
court quoted article one, section 
eight of the constitution which 
says the purpose of patents is “‘to 
promote the progress of science 
and useful arts.” 

The court rejected a contention 
of the Supermarket Equipment 
Corporation that the Great At- 
lantic and Pacific Tea Co. had in- 
fringed three claims involved in 
a patent. The patent at issue 
covered a tray-like device for 
store check-out counters to pull 
customers’ merchandise up to the

Our jeep pulled into the first 
convoy barely a mile outside the 
city. Bumper clanged with bump- 
er as the convoy jolted its way 
over slick, ice-covered roads. Al- 
ready in ditches were loaded 
American trucks and trailers 
which overturned as they slid 
off the road. They mixed with 
the rusty, battered, snow-covered 
wreckage of Communist vehicles, 
destroyed in the American sweep 
northward. 

Less than three miles down the 
road the convoy ground to a halt. 
Already the convoy was begin- 
ning to break into a jigsaw. In 
the distance the first snow-cov- 
ered mountain pass was visible. 

Turkish Troops Appear. 

As the jeep rolled to a stop, a 
heavy truck carrying Turkish 
troops bore down from the rear. 
An American officer flagged it 
down. The officer’s orders were 
not understood, but his motions 
were, and the protesting Turkish 
driver pulled back into the column. 

The convoy rolled on through 
the first of several treacherous 
mountain passes. 

The town of Hukkyo appeared 
on the southern slope of the pass. 
Four Russian-made tanks stood as 
twisted, grim sentinels just out- 
side the city. American forces had 
destroyed them the morning they 
began their successful attack 
toward Pyongyang. 

On the floor of the valley the 
road was easily sighted by the 


There were only a few children | 
to shout the familiar “‘banzai” as 
the convoy rolled onward. It was 
between Hwangju and Sariwon to 
the south that the American 
Cavalry’s Seventh Regiment and 
the British Twenty-ninth Com-' 
monweaith Brigade had closed a. 
gap which netted 1200 prisoners. 
in a single action. 

Sariwon’s rubble was remindful 
of the destructive power of a 
great air force. But the city 
seemed to strike back at our con- 
voy by heaving black dust that 
looked like it was dumped from a 
coal bin. It was so blinding that 
one not driving had to stand and 
direct the driver in and out of 
the convoy. 

From here on much of the trip 
was up one mountain ridge, across 
a small valley, and then up an- 
other ridge. The convoy stopped 
frequently. Soldiers immediately 
began breaking out C rations and 


pick up the leavings. 

Soldiers who spotted the press 
jeep almost without exception 
would ask: “Have you got any 
news?” Many of them had spent 
days and nights in front-line fox- 
holes. 

Kumenon, just north of the 
thirty-eighth parallel, was the last 
North Korean city the convoy 
moved through. Kumchon was 
the key to the beginning of the 
U.N. drive across the thirty-eighth 
parallel. Its capture by the First 
Cavalry Division in a_ three- 
pronged drive disclosed at first

Perlman, most argumentative of 
the lawyers heard, relied largely 
on the Gitlow case decided a 
quarter of a century ago by the 
Supreme Court, and never over- 
ruled, or impaired by anv subse- 
quent decision of the court, he 
said. 

Gitlow was convicted under a 
New York statute which made it 
a crime to advocate, advise, or 
teach the duty, necessity or pro- 
priety of overthrowing the Gov- 
ernment by force and violence.

Its chances for final enactment, 
once dim, were brightened by 
international developments mak- 
ing it obvious that no end is in 
sight to vast defense spending. 
The Administration renewed a 
drive to increase the amount the iy 
bill will bring in. 

G.O.P. to Offer Substitute. 

Before the final vote that will | 
send it to the Senate, the bill 
faces a drive by Republicans to 
substitute their own version of 
heavier business taxes. 

The Republicans are backing a 
bill to impose a milder excess 
profits levy coupled with a 5 per 
cent increase in the maximum 
corporate income tax rate. They 
propose a 75 per cent tax on 
profits in excess of the 1946-| 
1949 average and a boost in the | 
maximum tax rate on so-called | 
normal profits from 45 to 50 per | 
cent. 

The G.O.P. policy committee 
approved the substitute yesterday 
and asserted it would produce 
more revenue than the modified 
Administration bill sent to the 
House by its Ways and Means 


oe 
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The Administration bill would 
apply the 75 per cent tax rate to 
corporate profits which exceed 85 
per cent of the 1946-1949 average 
computed on the basis of a tax- 
payer’s best three of those four 
years. It does not call for any 
increases in normal or surtax in- 
come .ates. 

$3,400,000,000 Estimate. 

As it now stands, the bill is es- 
timated to be capable of produc- 
ing $3,400,000,000 during the first 
12 months of its operation, retro- 
active to last July 1. The annual 
yield would rise if corporate prof- 
its increase in coming years. 

The bill falls short by $600,000,- 
000 of meeting Treasury Depart-| 
ment requests. The department | 
asked Congress to put a tax of |

Moscow Says

MOSCOW, Dec. 5 (AP). 
ZVESTIA today accused Presi- 
dent Truman of threatening to 
use the Korean war as a spring- 

board “to further extend aggres- 
sion and for fresh, hopeless im- 
perialist adventures.” 

Commenting on Truman's Nov. 
30 statement to the press, the 
government organ declared: 

“In this light, Truman's argu- 
ments about his alleged desire for 
peaceful negotiations look like 
nothing more than throwing dust 
in one’s eyes.” 

The Izvestia editorial echoed at 
greater length the Communist 
party newspaper Pravda’s blast 
against the President on Sunday. 
Like Pravda, Izvestia omitted any 
mention of Truman’s remark$ 
about the atom bomb. 

Izvestia demanded: “Indeed, 
who can believe in Truman’s 
words about peace, if he had 
categorically rejected, one after 
another, proposals of the demo- 
cratic government of Korea and 
the People’s Government of China, 
aiming at a peaceful solution of 
the Korean question? 

“Everyone who is not. blinded 
by the artificially inflated war 
psychosis knows and sees that it 
is precisely the American armed 
forces which have invaded Korean 
territory.”

As to the Military Mind 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The recent article by Raymond 
Brandt on Secretary Marshall disturbs 
me. No doubt Mr. Brandt desired td 
point out the qualifications of Secretary 
Marshall as opposed to those of ex- 
Secretary Johnson tor the extremely 
important position as Secretary of De- 
fense. This he did admirably, with the 
important exception that he has con- 
fused the issue. perhaps for reader 
appeal, by bringing in the old cliche 
“military mind.” Even the article itself 
is headlined “General Marshall Thinks 
as Civilian.” 

I feel that there unfortunately is a 
lot of loose talk and writing by people 
responsible for aiding in the formula- 
tion of public opinion which consciously 
or unconsciously is aimed at discredit- 

‘ing the armed forces. One such thing 
is the frequent reference to the ‘‘mili- 
tary mind.” I frankly don't know what 
the “military mind” is supposed to be 
and I would be interested in knowing 
Mr. Brandt's definition. 

It goes without saving the armed 
forces receive their due share of justi- 
fied criticism. Such justified criticism 
is healthy for everyone concerned. How- 
ever, the expression “military mind,’ 
used in the usual critical way. tends to 
give the impression that military think- 
ing is narrow and selfish. 

Mr. Brandt says: “He (Marshall) re- 
vealed his ‘civilian’ approach when he 
pointed out that before he could make 
any answer about Spain, he would have 
to find out what our friends, the 
French, the British and the Norwegians 
thought about Spain. He also would 
want to know what the President and 
Secretary Acheson thought.” 

What could be more military than 
Secretary Marshall's answer? No mili- 
tary decision is or should be made with- 

out first considering all possible courses 
of action, without considering friendly 
capabilities, desires and_ intentions, 
enemy capabilities, and finally without 
comparing our own various courses of 
action by weighing the advantages and 
disadvantages of each course. 

The remarks of an Administration 
official as reported in the Sept. 11 
issue of Time bear testimony as to the 
thinking and the mind of Gen. Bradley: 
“My God, the town is upside down. 
Even Leon Keyserling is talking about 
more divisions, while Gen. Bradley is 
talking about what the economy can 
stand.” 

Mr. Brandt would no doubt say, these 
men are the exceptions that prove the 
rule. In my humble opinion, the over- 
whelming majority of the senior offi- 
cers in the Army think, within their 
own individual mental capabilities, 
along the same lines and in the same 
channels as do Gen. Marshall and Gen. 
Bradley.

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A Place for Nehru 


Around the edges of the Attlee-Truman dis- 
cussions of the Korean crisis there is the whis- 
per that India’s Pandit Nehru ought to be asked 
to sit in. It is a good idea. And it ought to be 
officially adopted. 


A fast plane might well bring Nehru from 
New Delhi before Mr. Attlee and his party are 
ready to return to London. If not, the Britons 
can extend their stay. 


In a situation which is all too grim, Nehru 
and India sometimes seem to be the brightest 
centers of hope. For one thing, Nehru and his 
ambassadors seem able to talk to the Chinese 
Communists as nobody else—with the excep- 
tion of the Russians—has been able to talk to 
them. 

For example, Sir Benegal N. Rau, India’s 
representative in the United Nations, is the only 
U.N. delegate—again with the exception of the 
Russians—who has been able to have anything 
approaching a friendly conversation with Gen. 
Wu Hsiu-chuan, the spokesman of the Chinese 
Communist group now at Lake Success. So far, 
not much has come of this, but en Friday Sir 
Benegal did permit himself to say that he be- 
lieved Peiping ‘‘also would like a peaeeful set- 
tlement,” and that he still had hope. 

Then, there is the great fact that the In- 
dians, like the Chinese. are Asiatics who want 
to see no more white colonialism in Asia. This 
one bond which New Delhi does have with 
Peiping is an advantage possessed by no West- 
ern government, no matter how sincerely friend- 
ly it may be to the peoples of the Orient. Nehru 
has used it before now for direct contacts with 
the Mao regime. It may be useful again. 

On the other hand, Nehru has thei full con- 
fidence of the West as a devoted adherent of 
democracy. Also, Red China is as much of a 
threat to the security of India as it is to the 
well-being of Britain and the United States. 


Since a protracted Asiatic war which might 
turn into World War III is to be avoided, if 
humanly possible, the cause of the West de- 
pends almost entirely on subtle negotiations. 
In dealing with Red China, a new power in 
Asia, how could the West fortify itself more 
strongly than by availing itself of the good 
offices of India, also a new power in Asia? 

This does not mean that the United States, 
Great Britain or all the democratic U.N. mem- 
bers should place their fate blindly in Indian 
hands. Such abnegation is, in fact, utterly out 
of the question. Nor do we believe that Pandit 
Nehru has a master formula which could relax 
all tension overnight. It is simply a case of 
taking advantage of all the knowledge and aill 
the contacts available. 

Nehru’s objectives are substantially those of 
the West, and it may be that these cannot be put 
before Red Chinese in sympathetic terms even 
by a great Asian leader. 

Still, if anybody knows how Mao might be 
weaned from Moscow, if anybody. knows the 
chinks in his armor, if anybody knows how 
he can be most hopefully approached, that man 
is most likely to be Pandit Nehru. And Prime 
Minister Attlee and President Truman would 
do well to have the benefit of his knowledge. 
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15 Per Cent Empty 
The Community Chest is still only 85 per 
cent full, or perhaps it would be clearer to 
state that it is 15 per cent empty.

But in this 
prosperous year there is no reason for St. Louis 
to try to economize on its neighborly spirit.

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Pictures 

Often, as newspaper men know, pictures 
speak louder than words. A page of photo- 
graphs in the Post-Dispatch PICTURES section 
recently has brought the promise of better liv- 
ing for migrant Mexican workers in the Mis- 
souri Bootheel. 

What PICTURES showed was a clear piece 
of sociology in poor living. Barracks were crowd- 
ed, sanitary conditions poor and even the tradi- 
tional Mexican tortilla was left to the mercy 
of improvised cooking utensils. The Mexican 
consul here, Eliud Garcia Trevino, reports that 
the Bureau of Employment Security investi- 
gated. And the cotton gin company which em- 
ployed the men is correcting the situation. 


Thousands of words have been written about 
the plight of migratory workers, yet they remain 
forgotten men under our labor welfare laws. 
But a picture is undeniable, and less easy to 
forget. 
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What Is Austerity? 

Secretary of the Treasury Snyder had two 
powerful argumenis when he asked the Senate 
to restore the four-billion-dollar profits tax 
which the House bill has pared to $3,400,000,000. 
One is the worsening of the Korean situation 
since the Administration's request went in. That 
makes the need for revenue doubly imperative. 
The other is the ability 6f corporations to pay 
this tax without substantially weakening their 
present position. 

According to Treasury estimates, 1950 profits 
will probably run 10 billion dollars above last 
year. Secretary Snyder says a@ profits tax to 
yield four billion, if equitably imposed, would 
not interfere with the ability of corporations 
to maintain present rates of dividends and to 
retain record earnings for re-investment. 

“The importance of sound national finance 
to an adequate defense effort leaves no room 
for hesitation,” said Mr. Snyder, “We have far 
too much at stake to risk the consequences of 
inadequate and tardy financial preparedness.” 


It is time to say “Amen” to that and mean 
it. An all-out defense effort is so crucial, and 
the need for financing it soundly so inescapable, 
that the nation should be prepared to adopt 
a rule of austerity if necessary to see it through. 

And what is austerity? Perhaps the British 
could tell us something about it. They have 
been living on a restricted standard for more 
than 10 years, and they seem to have survived. 


Like ourselves, the British have no love of 
austerity for its own sake. But they have been 
able to decide that certain national objectives 
must be given priority over the maintenance 
of living standards and habits appropriate to 
an easier time. 

Surely we can do no less, particularly wren 
our economic potential is so great as to render 
almost meaningless a comparison of the degree 
of “austerity” we might adopt with that faced 
by many other countries. Certainly few peoples 
in the world would consider “austere” a profits 
tax which left corporations able to pay their 
present dividends and to amass record reserves.

More McCarthyism? 
Connecticut’s Senator Benton said the other 
day that McCarthyism is “through as a national 
issue.” The New York Times’ Arthur Krock 
immediately commented that the Senator is 
right only if he means that a large number of 
voters last month approved of McCarthyism and 
thus settled the debate in favor of the wiid man 
from Wisconsin. We are by no means sure 
that the election returns really support this 
conclusion; and Mr. Krock admits that interpre- 
tations vary. 

One thing does seem certain. Senator Mc- 
Carthy himself feels that he has a mandate to 
continue his demands for investigation of al- 
leged subversives in government. And he will 
have his supporters. Almost surely there will 
be renewed charges that the Tydings subcommit- 
tee did not go far enough in its investigation of 
the State Department, and there will be de- 
mands for a renewal of activities on this front. 

Another impassioned political side-show, how- 
ever, could be a dangerous tbreat to national 
unity at this time. It could divert attention 
from the really important problems of the 
moment. Perhaps Senator Wiley, McCarthy’s 
Wisconsin colleague, had this in mind when he 
said it was a good time to keep one’s mouth 
shut. 

But if there is to be further investigating, the 
Post-Dispatch would like to renew its suggestion 
that the matter be turned over to a special com- 
mittee of respected and trusted citizens some- 
what akin to the British royal commissions. 
Senator Tydings himself made a similar sug- 
gestion during the proceedings before his sub- 


“committee, and Mr. Krock also agrees that the 


idea is a good one. 

Perhaps the Tydings investigation could not 
have been broken off in midcourse for a 
change of venue. But if there is to be a new 
examination, let us hope it will be started before 
an unprejudiced, disinterested, fair-minded tri- 
bunal. Political flamboyance and vengefulness 
could then be held to the minimum. There 
could be a search for facts, and facts alone. The 
public mind would not be needlessly disturbed. 
And public energy would not be grossly diverted 
from the present crisis. 
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How to Look at a Statistic 

How meaningless can a statistic be? Perhaps 
an answer can be found in a set of statistics 
on the 33 cities of the world with the worst 
drivers. American drivers show up so well 
that the worst American city—Pittsburgh—is 
twenty-third on the list, pretty far down toward 
the bottom. The statistics are based on the num- 
ber of persons killed to the 100,000 motor 
vehicles in operation, and were compiled by 
the Danish Government. 

Actually, of course, the traffic safety record 
of American citics is bad and growing worse. 
A postwar high record of traffic deaths, almost 
sure to reach a total of 35,000 for this year, has 
been reported by the National Safety Council. 

Preventing death and mutilation in traffic is 
not a game, in which one wins by placing low 
on a list of 33 cities, or by making a low score 
in fatalities to the 100,000 vehicles, or the 100,- 
000 population, or the 100,000 miles driven. It 
is a serious business, in which the only way to 
win is by preventing every accident that is pre- 
ventable. We like the way Ned H. Dearborn, 
president of the National Safety Council, looks 
at a statistic: 

“The number of deaths for every 100,000,000 
miles of travel has been reduced spectacularly 
from about 12 in 1941 to about seven today,” 
he says. “But that’s a little like making the 
most first downs and still losing the ball game.” 
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A Vow for Planners 

However long it may take to realize the Aloe- 
Memorial Plaza housing development suggested 
for the Urban Redevelopment Corp., the tenta- 
tive sketches submitted by Mayor Darst as a 
sample of what might be done are exciting. 
What makes them exciting is the proposal to 
leave most of the cleared area vacant and to 
mass the apartment structures on the fringes. 

According to the provisional plan, only St. 
John’s basilica and Centenary Church would be 
left standing, and the rest of the area would be 
landscaped as park. The apartment structures 
would be narrow, 24-story buildings stripped 
along Olive street, Chestnut and Seventeenth. 

As the development proceeds, this bold use of 
open spaces may be one of the hardest things to 
cling to. Once land is cleared the temptation to 
plaster it over with buildings is almost irre- 
sistible. Yet the whole genius of the plan will 
depend upon maintaining this principle. The 
developers should take a vow: Don’t give up the 
open spaces. 
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The Diplomacy of Food 


The President's request for $38,000,000 to 
buy food for Yugoslavia is one matter Congress 
ought to approve in jig-ttime. It ought to ap- 
prove because of the obvious need for the United 
States to keep Tito’s regime as strong as possi- 
ble, as living proof that it is possible to break 
away from the Kremlin and get away with it. 

It ought to approve because a Congress which 
could order financial assistance to Dictator 
Franco certainly should have no moral qualms 
about help to Dictator Tito. Tito commands far 
more potent military forces than Franco, if 
military strength against the Kremlin is to be 
the sole test. 
be the first to help starving people whenever it 
can, no matter what the politics of the hungry 
may be. 

But there is serious possibility that Congress 
may not approve. Senator Knowland, who 
would run the risk of sinking the West just to 
help his friend Chiang Kai-shek, already has 
announced that his price for agreement to help 
Tito is agreement to help Chiang. 

If the Republicans and Dixiecrats make good 
their threats to prevent the lame-duck session 
of Congress from doing more than the barest 
minimum, then at least a vital month will slip 


away. The food will be of little use if it is not 3 


provided this winter. 

By next spring, if there is no assistance from 
the United States, hundreds of thousands of

You have heard highly placed Americans 
say that the thing to do in Korea is for 
Gen. MacArthur to go ahead and carry 
the war into Manchuria. The premise is 
that the 
established beyond all doubt that they are 
deliberately and massively supporting the 
North Koreans in fighting the United 
Nations forces, so why not play the game 
the same way, and pull out all the stops? 

Before any such move is taken by the 
United States there should be a compre- 


hensive examination of all the possible - 


consequences. For the bombing of Muk- 
den would not be a simple retaliatory 
action to “teach a lesson” to an isolated 
band of recalcitrant Reds. It would prob- 
ably be the trigger for an all-out war with 
Communist China, which, in turn, could 
hardly avoid serving as the trigger for 
world-wide war. 

Faced with such likelihoods, the United 
States had best know exactly how neces- 
sary is the step, whether there are alterna- 
tives and what they consist of, in what 
company we would find ourselves em- 
barked on this war, whether we could win, 
and what we would gain by winning. It’s 
common sense to exercise a certain amount 
of circumspection before pulling any trig- 
ger. This trigger is attached to the big- 
gest explosive charge of all time. 


Who Would Be With Us? 


Just who would be fighting at our side 
in an all-out war in China? Even Britain, 
our stanchest ally, is cold on @ Manchurian 
war under any circumstances. And Unit- 
ed Nations dispatches indicated our popu- 
larity is diminishing for our refusal to deal 
with Communist China; and for MacAr- 
thur’s failure to provide for a buffer corri- 
dor between North Korea and Manchuria. 


The indications are clear that, just now, 
a vote in the United Nations Assembly on 
support of MacArthur’s policy of crossing 
the Manchurian border would be a close, 
and possibly a losing, thing. Could we af- 
ford to tackle Red China singlehanded? 


As a matter of fact, Russia has been vig- 
orously and adroitly pushing a double- 
edged campaign to suck us into just such a 
predicament—one more instance of the 
American tory element and the Kremlin 
— an objective, however unintention- 
ally. 

It isn’t too hard to guess what Russia 
has in mind by this maneuver. If the 
United States could be involved single- 
handedly in a war against almost a half- 
billion Chinese, with supply lines reaching 
a third of the way around the world, that 
kind of struggle would absorb just about 
our entire strength and attention. 

Suppose we were to carry on such a war 


Chinese Communists have now 


for a year or so, getting so deeply com- 
mitted and involved that we could neither 
back out nor divert any substantial amount 
of our manpower or materiel elsewhere? 


What would then prevent Russia from 
proceeding with the main part of the job 
she has been contemplating right along— 
the blitzkrieg conquest of Europe—but 
without the major obstacle of a powerful 
United States lined up solidly with the 
Western European powers? 

The more you think of it, the brighter 
the Russian scheme becomes. Not only 
would Russia have the West physically di- 
vided, and hopelessly so, but she would 
also have succeeded in dividing us spirit- 
ually. Russia could hardly lose under 
those circumstances. ‘ 


Worthless and Unwanted 


Before we could get disengaged from the 
Chinese war, Russia could own the whole 
continent of Europe—she could have the 
Middle Eastern oil and the Ruhr steel and 
the German technological skill and man- 
power and all the rest. 

What would we have? A large, worthless, 
unwanted chunk of China. 

Americans, we think, are too prone to 
run their foreign affairs with their emo- 
tions rather than with their Yankee com- 
mon sense. Certainly, it galls us all, as it 
galls MacArthur, to watch these Commu- 
nists building their reservoirs of strength 
in what MacArthur bitterly calls ‘‘the privi- 
leged sanctuary” of Manchuria. Surely, 
we'd like nothing better than to cut this 
underhanded technique off at the trunk. 


But it isn’t that simple. And those in 
high position who try to make it out to 
be that simple are not only failing to con- 
tribute to a right solution but increasing 
the likelihood that we’ll come up with a 
wrong one, at a time when a wrong solu- 
tion can be fatal. 


A Lone Wolf Can’t Win 


We have no ringing answer to the prob- 
lem. But there are clearly certain basic 
conditions that any right answer must ful- 
fill. No answer will be the right answer 
that sets America in a lone wolf role. We 
just can’t win. 

No answer will be the right one, there- 
fore, that sends American forces into Man- 
churia without the express support of the 
United Nations. 

Finally no answer will be the right one 
that jars the world picture out of perspec- 
tive and sets us to squandering our main 
strength against a secondary foe. 

All of which suggests that the right an- 
swer will be found only in the deliberate 
processes of calm, rational consultation 
with those whom we count our friends.

An Embattled Playhouse 


THE STORY OF THE ABBEY THEATER, From Its Ori- 
in in 1899 to the Present, by Peter Kavanagh. 
Devin-Adair, $4.50.) 

It has been said that there is no stupider 
reading than the memoirs of an actor 
(Colley Cibber’s “Apology” always. ex- 
cepted) or the annals of a theater. But 
certainly no such charge can be brought 
against Peter Kavanagh’s “Story of the 
Abbey Theater,” which reads much more 
like a novel of adventure than a sober his- 
tory. Highly charged with emotion as it 
is, these emotions are not the author's, 
for he maintains throughout a _ judicial 
calm, but those of his embattled charac- 
ters.~ Probably no other theater since 
Thespis first roamed the hills of Greece 
has suffered—and enjoyed—such 4 furious 
existence. Nearly every one of Mr. Kav- 
anagh’s 187 pages reads like a communique 
from the front.

Wane ve * oot el, “The Story of the 
Abbey Theater” has’ its hero and its 
heroine. (Its villains are past counting.) 
The theater was the outgrowth of a dream 
of William Butler Yeats, who had con-. 
ceived as his ideal a playhouse which 
would produce poetic, symbolic dramas to 
arouse the Irish from the sentimental leth- 
argy into which, like other subject people, 
he thought they had fallen. In this dream 
pounds, shillings and pence played little - 
part. It was a saying of Giuseppe Verdi 
that opera houses (and theaters) were not 
built to be empty. Not so thought Yeats. 
In his eyes an S.R.O. sign was a badge of 
shame. He wanted to shock and enrage 
“the compact majority” which, according 
to Ibsen, is always wrong. He wrote plays 
and produced plays by others that would 
achieve that laudable end. Night after 
night the company acted only to a meager 
handful, and he was delighted. Then 
again the sound of battle would attract 
such crowds that the theater could not 
hold them. 

All he accomplished he owed to two 
women, Lady Augusta Gregory and Miss 
A. E. F. Horniman. The former not only 
supplied him with a dozen or more effec- 
tive little one-acts—folk plays, it is true, 
not poetry—and not masterpieces like 
those from the pens of Yeats himself, 
Synge and O’Casey, but she also managed * 
to find the sinews with which the poet 
could carry on his private wars, and she 
kept the Abbey open year after year. 

The story of the Abbey is the story of 
Yeats and Lady Gregory. When they died, 
it died with them, even though a pallid- 
wraith survives to haunt those who re- 
member the days of its’ greatness. Mr. 
Kavanagh has told its story well.

Keane Has His Ideas 

And He’ll Get Along. 

E had the good fortune to 
W tax to Keane while Saigh 

was trying to make up his 
mind. We asked him if he 
wanted the Cardinal job and if 
felt qualified. 

“Certainly I’d consider it an 
honor and a great break to get 
the job,” Keane replied. ‘“‘Who 
wculdn’t want the job? Buf I 
can’t tell anybody I’m going to 
be a great major league man- 
ager. I don’t know that. I 
wouldn’t be honest with myself 
or anybody else if I said it. But 
I'd like to have the chance. But 
you can understand that I can't 
try to do a selling job on my- 
self by talking. My position is, 
here I am, you know my record. 
It’s up to you.” 

Keane indicated that he con- 
sidered catching as a key de- 
partment in the playing side of 
baseball. We asked him about 
several young pitchers and 
especially about one who had a 
fairly good record, but who 
threw a few home run balls at 
unfortunate times. 

“Well, I'll tell you about one 
home run ball, to show you how 
important I consider catching in 
a game,” Keane said. “It was 
a late inning and first base was 
open, with runners on second 
and third. . . . We decided to 
pitch to the batter. . . The 
first two pitches were curves, 
wide of the plate... . Sitting 
on the bench I figured that was 
all right. . . . Another curve, 
not too good, and if it missed 
the plate and made it three and 
nothing, then we'd pitch the 
next one wide intentially... . 
But the pitcher grooved a fast 
ball for the next one and a 
home run on that unwise pitch 
beat us.” 

Keane suggested that too 
many catchers were satisfied to 
do a good mechanical job and 
didn’t give enough thought to 
the reasons for anything they 
did. 

A Wise Catcher 


Who Knows Why. 
4 OO many catchers can’t 
T give any good reason or 
any reason at all for a 
particular pitch they call for, 
Johnny continued. ‘Ask them 
and they'll reply, ‘Oh, it just 
came into my mind.’ There 
should be a sound reason for 
every pitch. Sometimes I won- 
der if a manager might do well 
to go back to the tactics of some 
of the old-time field directors, 
and call every pitch, especially 
when the catcher is young and 
the pitcher disinclined to shake 
off the catcher.” 

Keane went on to say that 
if he: did ever get a major 
league job as manager, one of 
his first requests would be that 
he be given, as one of his 
coaches, the smartest, most ex- 
perienced veteran catcher that 
could be found. ... Such a 
coach, Keane insisted, would be 
worth any wages he demanded. 

Johnny Keane, we believe, 
will make the big leagues some 
day as a manager. . . . Some 
fairly good big league managers 
have done the job without bene- 
fit of rich major league back- 
ground. .. . Joe McCarthy, for 
instance, and Eddie Sawyer and 
Bill McKechnie, who was just 
so-so aS a big league player. 

Keane might have been con- 
sidered as a Cardinal coach if 
he had expressed such a desire. 

“No,” he said firmly when 
that was suggested. ... “I don't 
want to look down any man- 
ager’s nose, and that’s what any 
coach would be doing if he 
wanted some day to be a big 
league manager himself.” 

So, Johnny Keane will man- 
age Rochester next season.

There are three solid reasons 
to back up the probability that 
Meyer will be back for his fourth 
year at Pittsburgh despite a last- 
place finish in 1950 and a sweep- 
ing change in the front office 
from ownership down. 

1. Meyer has been told to leave 
his Knoxville (Tenn.) home to 
meet with Rickey here Thursday. 
It was felt that you don’t call a 
man hundreds of miles from 
home to tell Rim he is fired. 

2. A New York Yankee official 
confided that Meyer was Kansas 
City’s first choice to succeed Joe 
Kuhel as manager. When Kansas 
City became convinced, according 
to this official, that Meyer would 
remain at Pittsburgh, the Blues’ 
post went to George Selkirk. The 
former Yankee outfielder, who led 
Binghamton to second place in 
the Eastern League this year, was 
named to the Kansas City post 
last night. 

3. Rickey is loath. to pay 
Meyer $40,000 for not managing 
in addition to paying another man 
for doing the job. Meyer has an 
iron-bound contract. stipulating 
that he be paid unless he quits. 
And Bill has no intention of do- 
ing that. 

Mike Ryba, who quit as man- 
ager of the Louisville club, is 
expected to take over as pilot of 
the Columbus Redbirds, a job left 
vacant by the resignation of 
Rollie Hemsley.

_jn-law. Sandburg first met Ed- 
ward Steichen’s sister in Milwau- 
kee, a Latin teacher in a high 
school, while he was a reporter 
on the “Journal”—that partner- 


ship hits another milestone in the 
dedication of his new book, 
“Complete Poems,” where Mrs. 
Carl Sandburg is described by 
her poet-husband as... “my wife 
and pal.” He says: : 

“When we were first married, 
the milk supply was not near our 
home. My wife said ‘How about 
a cow?’ ‘No,’ I said, ‘a cow is not 
portable. You can’t fit a cow in 
a motor car... but have you 
ever tried goat’s milk?’ She went 
out and bought three goats, and 
they all fit into one car. That was 
the start of our goat herd. 

“She became quite an expert 
at that ... we have 82 now, last 
time I counted, with all sorts of 
blue ribbons.” 

Do they ever wander around 
the house down at Flat Rock, 
N. C., as pets? 

“In the kidding season—that’s 
a phrase used among goat raisers 
—in the kidding season, we bring 
seven or eight of the little crea- 
tures into the house. And around 
Christmas time, the house has a 
sort of ... Bethlehem atmos- 
phere.” 

It is not well known that Sand- 


- burg went to West Point, was in 


the same class as Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, and flunked out after two 
hectic weeks: 

“I had always believed it was 
because of my arithmetic, but in 
going through some old papers 
the other day, I found that I had 
failed one other subject, too— 
grammar.” 

Today, the people who write 
grammar textbooks read Sand- 
burg with awe, but he is still ex- 
ploring the subject, “studying 
verbs and the mystery of how 
they connect nouns. I have be- 
come more and more suspicious 
of adjectives.” 

Lincoln was another man who 
was “suspicious of adjectives;” 
we wondered when Sandburg 
first met the legend of Lincoln. 

“‘When I was a boy, and it was 
the fashion to make a saint out 
of him. Then Ida Tarbell’s biogra- 
phy came out, and I knew I'd 
write something about him some- 
day. Something brief.” 

Sandburg chuckled, perhaps 
thinking of the six thick volumes 
of his Lincoln biography—30 
years’ work. We then asked the 
question that has been aimed at 
him a thousand times: If he could 
meet Lincoln face to face in 1950, 
and ask him one question, what 
would that question be? 

Impatiently, he replied, “If that 
hasn’t been implied in six vol- 
umes, I’m not going to state it in 
one sentence!” 

Then he mellowed a little and

added: “Most everyone, I guess, 
would ask him, ‘What would you 
do if you were President NOW?” 
That is the one question I would 
NOT ask him. There is something 
preposterous about asking that. 
The population of the United 
States in his time was 30,000,000, 
with 8,000,000 in rebellion. Today, 
there are four times that many 
more Americans, instantaneous 
communication, and travel—why 
60 hours is as far away as any 
place is. Whew! 


“Lincoln’s Reconstruction prob- 
lem was one part of the country. 
Today, we face reconstruction in 
several countries, all over the 
world. We'll need to reconstruct 
Korea—and Korea is torn to 
pieces worse than the South ever 
was,” 
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ANDBURG leaned back in his 
chair, brushed away current 
problems, and barked: ““Hey— 
ever heard a Korean folk tale?”

He took a sip of bourbon, leaned 
back and closed his eyes. As he 
told the age-old story, his pleasure 
in what he was saying and the 
cadence of his voice wove the fa- 
miliar fabric of his poetry: 


There was a Korean husband _ 
— wife was always nagging 
m. 


One day he was called to war 

And when he returned, many 
months later, 

His wife noticed a look on his face 

That she had never seen before. 

As she sat weaving a basket, 

A basket of silken threads of 
many colors, 

She began to nag again. 

This time the Korean husband 

Put his hand in her basket of 

threads 

And gathered them up in his fist. 

He held his fist high and let his 
fingers open

HAT Maj. Alexander de Se- 
W versky said on my television 

program Sunday afternoon 
left some people feeling that he 
was trying to make the world be- 
lieve that the atom bomb is not 
as devastating as it really is. 


I think that estimate of his 
thought would be highly inaccu- 
rate. The atom bomb is a weapon 
of great destruction. The reason 
that many people, such as Maj. 
de Seversky, do not want it used 
at the present time is that they 
feel the threat of its use is a 
greater weapon than its actual 
use. That is based on a psycho- 
logical idea that what people do 
not know they always fear more 
than what they do know, no mat- 
om how terrible the truth may 


- as + 

THE RUSSIANS are not threat- 
ening to use the atom bomb for 
the reason that their whole make- 
up is different from ours. When 
they decide the time has come for 
all-out war, they will not tell us 
beforehand any more than the 
Germans told the Poles when 
they went into Poland, or the Jap- 
anese told us when they attacked 
Pearl Harbor. 


From the point of view of all 
these nations there was a great 
advantage to be gained by a deve 
astating blow that was not expect- 
ed. That is an advantage if you 
are dealing with a weak people. 
It is not true of the United States. 
If anything is ever done to us 
which we consider as underhand 
or unfair, we will become over- 
night a completely unified nation 


and nothing will be too hard for 
us to accomplish. 


The Russians have masses of 
uninformed people whom they 
drive to obedience. We have fewer 
people, but each one of us knows 
what we can do and we will do 
it willingly if we are convinced 
we must fight for survival. 
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AT THIS MOMENT the people 
of the United States want peace. 
But as they watch the Russians 
let the Chinese soldiers die they 
wonder what truth or fair play 
there can be in a government of 
a nation that furnishes the weap- 
ons of war to a satellite but lets 
that satellite pay the price with 
the lives of its men. This keeps 
the Russians safely ‘intact for 
what they will tell their own peo- 
ple is a purely defensive war. 

If we are wise we will not be 
lured into being the aggressor. 
That is what the Russians and 
the Chinese want. We will 
strengthen to the utmost our own 
defenses and be constantly on 
the alert to prevent the slipping 
through of enemy planes.

I PERSONALLY HOPE the 
United Nations will try what they 
have not tried so far—and this 
was the advice given Sunday by 
Maj. de Seversky. We feel that 
the U.N. should withdraw all its 
forces as quickly as possible 
where they will have to cover the 
shortest possible line and there- 
by leave an area free for our air 
forces to cover day in and day 
out by precision bombing. 

It is, of course, up to the actual 
commanders and technicians to 
decide on the strategy of war. 


But it is obvious that this is only 
an air war and if our forces can 
be withdrawn while the enemy is 
trying to advance, the air forces 
of the world can be used to the 
greatest advantage.

THIS IS NOT our war alone, 
though so many of the men in- 
volved are our men that it seems 
to many of us that it is only our 
war. Nevertheless, we must recog- 
nize that it is a war of the United 
Nations. Gen. MacArthur is the 
commander of the U.N. forces. 
The strategy of the war must be 
the U.N. strategy, with the united 
commands working in every way 
together and at the same time. 
The governments within the U.N. 
at the same time must work to- 
gether to bring that influence 
which united world opinion alone 
can bring to bear on Russia and 
its many satellites. 


Our prayer should be that God 
will change the hearts of these 
men who seem so callous of the 
lives of men throughout the world, 
whether in their own nation or 
any other nation.

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Spices Add 
Novel Touch 
To Dishes

AST and west met recently at 
E a dinner given by the Ameri- 

can Spice Trade Association. 
This was staged as a Harvest Fes- 
tival and typical American foods 
were featured, spiced and herbed 
by products, most of which had 
traveled thousands of miles from 
the Orient. 

One of the best and most novel 
items on the menu was cream of 
pumpkin soup. Savory and sweet 
spices provided a subtle blend of 
flavor for the bland pumpkin. A 
novel touch was given to the old- 
fashioned fried chicken and to the 
mashed potatoes through the use 
of herbs and spices. The meal 
ended with an old-fashioned spice 
cake which accompanied the 
vanilla ice cream topped with 
freshly grafed nutmeg. 

Cream of Pumpkin Soup. 

One and one-half cups cooked 
or canned pumpkin, three cups 
chicken broth, one and one-half 
tablespoons grated onion, one- 
quarter teaspoon nutmeg, one- 
quarter teaspoon ginger, one and 
one-half teaspoons salt, one-half 
teaspoon black pepper, one table- 
spoon dried parsley flakes, one 
and one-half cups heavy cream, 
three egg yolks, three-quarter 
cups Madeira wine, minced 
chives. 

Combine pumpkin, broth, onion, 
nutmeg, ginger, salt and pepper 
in top of double boiler. Bring al- 
most to boil and set over hot 
water. Cook 10 minutes, stirring 
several times. Combine cream and 
egg yolks. Add hot mixture gradu- 
ally, stirring constantly. Return to 
double boiler and cook five more 
minutes, stirring constantly until 
slightly thickened. Add _ wine. 
Place in soup tureen or serving 
dishes. Garnish with sprinkle of 
chives and an extra sprinkle of 
nutmeg. Yield: 10 servings. 

Salem Fried Chicken. 

One two and one-half pound 
frying chicken, jointed, one-eighth 
teaspoon red pepper, one-quarter 
teaspoon black pepper, one clove 
garlic, grated or mashed, one tea- 
spoon ground ginger, one-half 
teaspoon ground coriander seed 
(optional), salt, bread crumbs or 
cracker crumbs, two eggs, beaten 
lightly with three tablespoons 
water. Fat for deep frying. 

Skin chicken pieces. Combine 
spices and grated garlic. Rub this 
mixture into each piece of chick- 
en thoroughly with fingers. 
Sprinkle lightly with salt. Place 
chicken in frying pan and add 
about one-quarter cup water or 
enough to cover bottom of pan. 

Cover tightly and simmer gently 
about one-half hour or until ten- 
der. Remove cover last 10 minutes 
to cook juices in pan down to al- 
most nothing. Roll each piece of 
chicken into fine crumbs. Dip one 
or two pieces at a time into egg 
mixture. Then drop immediately 
into deep fat and dribble an extra 
handful of the egg mixture on top 
of each piece. Fry until golden 
brown, about one or two minutes. 
Remove from fat onto paper to 
drain and keep in warm place. 
Continue frying until all done. 
Serve immediately, with a little 
pile of the crumbled egg mixture 
on top of each piece. Yield: three 
to four servings.

Playing Canasta to Win |

READER describes the odd 
A situation that arose in con- 

nection with the play of the 
following hand: 


Needing 90, this player had 
picked up a three-card pack 
topped by a five and had melded 
his entire hand. He expected to 
be able to keep one of the two 
remaining cards in the pack and 
discard the other—but one of the 
cards was a red three that had 
to be tabled, could not be re- 
placed, and left him without the 
necessary two cards to provide 
one discard and at least one re- 
maining card. That means that he 
had to put back the three cards 
that were in the pack and draw 
from the stock, meanwhile leaving 
his entire eleven-card hand ex- 
posed and subject to penalty. 

The card he drew from the 
stock: happened to be another 


eight. So he could have put it 
down, melding 2-K-K, 8-8-8-8, and 
7-7-7, meeting the count by meld- 
ing 95 and leaving himself with 
a five to discard and a five to 
keep “in his hand” although in 
this case it would have to remain 
on the table. 

Or, if he had drawn a deuce, 
he might have melded 2-K-K, 
2-8-8-8—totaling 90 points—and 
could have designated that he 
did not wish the three seven 
to be considered a meld. In other 
words he could have discarded 
a five keeping 7-7-7-5 on the table 
—but with the three sevens un- 
melded, just as if they had still 
remained in his hand. The only 
difference would be that, if he 
didn’t choose to meld them, he 
would have to discard them one 
at a time as long as they re- 
mained unmelded. 

But what actually happened was 
this. When he made his previous 
mistaken play of taking the pack, 
one of the opponents had criti- 
cized his strategy in making the 
initial meld at such a great cost 
in cards. So now, in spite of the 
fact that with the eight he drew 
he could have made the proper 
meld, he chose to profit from 
the gratuitous advice. He simply 
kept the eight in his hand, dis- 
carded one of the fives, and left 
the remainder of his hand ex- 
posed and unmelded.

Thumb-Sucking

ITTLE children often suck their fingers after weaning 
L time. That is to be expected. If a child is weaned on time, 

not too soon, the habit will soon disappear. If his sucking 
instinct was not satisfied, if for any reason he felt that he had 
been cut off from his mother, his chief source of comfort, he 
is likely to continue seeking that comfort from his fingers, or 
even the corner of his blanket. 

Lonely or weary children will seek comfort in the same 
way. The kindergarten teacher will be quick to know that her 
pupils are approaching the fatigue level when she sees them 
putting fingers in their mouths.

CHILDREN WHO SEE that they are not keeping step 
with their companions or who feel inadequate in some way, 
are likely to suck their thumbs. 

Study the background of these children well and care- 
fully. Go back over their lives, consider their experiences with 
people, with illness, with accident or unusual happenings and 
search for anything likely to make them feel lost, inadequate, 
helpless. Then try to remedy that feeling. 

Whatever you do it will be most unwise to talk too much 
about the matter or to punish or shame the children. Build 
up their health, build up their belief in themselves and in the 
family’s affection for them. Try to keep them actively in- 
terested in things about them. Try to keep them so occupied 
in one way or another that they will think away from them- 
selves and outward toward other people.

But such assurances no longer 
quieted the fears of a growing 
number of investors who were 
beginning to be assailed by 
doubts. Promises of returns at 
the rate of 350 to one were losing 
their lure: Phone calls from 
“Benson” and letters on phoney 
“Lincoln-Mercury” letterheads no 
longer worked their old magic. 


Doubts were confirmed by ex- 
periences such as that of Mr. and 
Mrs. Tracy Ellis, a farm couple 
who reportedly lost $65,000 in the 
swindle. They quarreled so much 
about their investment that Ellis 
filed a suit for divorce. His wife, 
it transpired, attended the In- 
dianapolis automobile races last 
year and saw the real Benson 
Ford when he was introduced to 
the crowd. Back home, she told 
her husband Ford’s voice was not 
the same she had heard on the 
telephone. Now that the racket 
has been exposed, the Ellises have 
been reunited. 


Taller and taller stories were 
told by the swindlers. At a secret 
meeting of investors last June, 
Mrs. Marie Fuller, beauty shop 
owner, and alleged leader of the 
racket, is said to have presented 
a letter from “Benson Ford” ask- 
ing for $2000 to “pay off” State’s 
Attorney Young. The letter said: 
“Kids, this Young says he will 
lay off for $2000. I know it is a 
lot of guts to ask you, but will 
you see what you can do? God 
bless you.” 


This was a particularly dubious 
story because Young, the only 
Democratic officeholder in the 
Fulton county courthouse, «had 
made quite a reputation for him- 
self by his honest and fearless 
administration. Before his elec- 
tion, 476 slot machines were run- 
ning in the county. Shortly after- 
ward, there were none. Even 
Collier’s Magazine had a story 
about the clean-up.

UT the swindlers had to ap- 

ply more and more pressure to 

collect cash because civil suits 
had been instituted against Mrs. 
Fuller and others on personal 
notes they had given investors. 
Young says he could guess what 
these suits were about but that 
he could not arrest the swindlers 
because for two years nobody 
would sign a complaint against 
them. As soon as a victim was 
on the verge of making a com- 
plaint the swindlers would pay 
the disgruntled “member” what 
he had lost and get back the 
forged notes which Young would 
need as evidence. 


Such refunds required a lot of 
money. The swindlers got it .by 
making it appear as if the big 
pay-off was close at hand. As 
usual, though, something always 
went wrong at the last minute. 
One weekend last summer, Mrs. 
Fuller’s beauty salon was 
“robbed” three times within 24 
hours by a masked man and 
woman who wielded guns and 
ransacked the plaee. The unusual 
wave of robberies was reported 
in the press. 

Another gimmick was the ap- 
pearance of four small safes sup- 
posedly containing $85,000,000 for 
the investors’ final bank night.

It was difficult for South to de- 
termine in the bidding whether or 
not North could offer any solidi- 
fying help in the heart suit, where 
South needed it, and so the direct 
jump to the slam was a logical 
gamble. 

West did not like to lead from 
a king, so he opened his singleton 
heart. (A trump lead would have 
been more logical.) Perhaps th.s 
favorable start unduly encouraged 
South—at any rate, he promptiy 
laid down his remaining heart 
honor, obviously intending to ruff 
his low hearts in dummy. This 
plan, however, was rudely shat- 
tered when West ruffed the heart 
ace and led a trump. South now 
had two losing hearts in his hand 
and only one trump in dummy, 
so his position was hopeless. 

After the good beginning, South 
should have looked fer a play that 
would insure his contract. That 
play was the immediate return of 
a low heart. This would give the, 
enemy one trick, and they could 
remove one trump from dummy, 
but now South could simply ruff 
his remaining low heart with 
dummy’s spade ten, and by thus 
preserving his other heart honor, 
claim the small slam against any 
defense and any conceivable break 
of cards. 

There are many more oppor- 
tunities for this type of safety 
play than most players realize. In 
fact the early (and what may look 
like the needless) concession of 
a trick will save many a contract.

Damp Inside Chimneys. 


NE of the minor mysteries 
that keep some people awake 
at night is the reason why the 
plaster over the chimney is dry in 
summer but becomes damp in 
Well, so you'll be able 
to sleep at night this is due to 
condensation and the person to 
blame is the character who ap- 
plied plaster directly over the 
masonry instead of using furring 
strips and lath. 

If you are interested in doing 
something about it—and someone 
should before the plaster falls 
down—here is what you do. First,

remove all the plaster from the 

masonry. You can do this with a 

cold chisel and a hammer. 
Make as clean a cut as you can

along the edge of the plaster on 
the lath where it meets the chim- 
ney. Now get hold of some strips 
of 2x2 in. and tack them to the 
chimney 16 inches apart. You 
can use masonry nails for this 
purpose. 

. Now you have a choice of two 
ways to finish off the job. One 
is to apply lath over these furring 
strips and then plaster over the 
lath. This is a lot of hard work 
for our money. 


The other method is te tack a 
sheet of plaster board over the 
furring strips and let it go at that. 
The plaster board can be painted 
to match the finish on the rest of 
the wall. 

Of course, we still have those 
nasty looking seams where the 
plaster joins the plaster board 
and the best thing to do with 
these is cover them with a strip 
of wood molding.

What's the Origin? 


WHY is the game of check- 
ers so called — because of 
© the eckered board on 


check which means, “a sudden 
stop; a repulse; a loss; a 
drance.” -The word evolved from 
the ancient game of chess thus: 
Persian shah, “a king’; Old 
French eschec, “a check in the 
game of chess”; Middle English 
chek, “a stop; a check in the 
game of chess”; Modern English, 
check, “sudden delay; obstruction; 
delay,” etc., and, by extension, “a 
bank check; a crack in varnish or 
porcelain; a check mark in ac- 
counting,” etc. 

(The name of the game of chess 
also evolved from the Persian 
word shah, “a king.” In England, 
the game of checkers is called 
“draughts.”) 

Dr. Skeat’s Etymological Dic- 
tionary states, “The original sense 
of ‘check’ was ‘king,’ i.e., “mind 
the king, the king is in danger.’” 

In chess, a checkmate is the 
placing of .one’s opponent’s king 
in a position from which there is 
no escape, and thus winning the 
game. The origin of checkmate 
is the Arabic al-shah mat, “the 
king is dead.”
